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INTRODUCTION, 



Humphrey Chetham of Clayton in the county of Lancaster Esq., 
" a person of eminent loyalty to his sovereign, exemplary piety to 
God, charity towards the poor, and good affection to learning,'' * 
among many other generous and charitable bequests for which 
his memory is deservedly held in reverence in the populous dis- 
trict of which Manchester is the centre, ordered the following 
clause to form part of his last will and testament, which was dated 
the 16th day of December, 1651 : — 

" Also, I do hereby give and bequeath the sum of two hundred 
pounds to be bestowed by my Executors in Godly English Books, 
such as Calvin's, Preston's and Perkins's works; comments and 
annotations of the Bible or some parts thereof; or such other 
Books as the said Richard Johnson, John Tlldesley^ and Mr.

s John Tildsley, M.A., of the Uniyersitj of G^lasgow, was bom in Lancashire^ and 
suooeeded Mr. Horrooks in the yicarage of Deane, near Bolton, from which he was 
three times ejected. He married a near relative of Mr. Chetham, and died at Man- 
chester in December 1684, aged 60. Both he and his wife were buried beneath the 
Tenerable yew tree in Deane churchyard. Orer their grayes, placed side by side, 
still remain two smaU flat stones, bearing these inscriptions : 

" Here lyeth the Body of '* Margaret the Deare and 

John Tilsley, Clarke, precious wife of John 

Master of Arts, and sometimes TUsley, Buried April 29^ 

Yicar of Deane, which 1663, a most yertuous woman, 

was deceased the 16 day in price fai aboye rubies, 

of December 1684." Pror. 31, 10."

and Gorton, in the said County of Lancagter, withiu one year nei 
after my decease," 

Mr. Chetham died in 1653 and his executors appear to } 
lost DO time in carrying out his instructions, as there still exi 
evidence of oak cases haviug been prepared for the three chape 
all of which were inscribed with the date 1655. 

None of the books bequeathed to the parish churches of Man- 
cheater or Bolton can now be found ; nor does any trace remain of 
book-cases corresponding with those still in use at Turton and 
Gorton. 

The old chapel at Walmesley, about three miles north of Bolta 
was rebuilt in 1839 ; but long before that time the Chetham t 
had been dispersed and lost, and tdl that remained of the onk case 
was tlie portion bearing the inscription; this was removed to 
Manchester, and now forms part of an oak sideboard in the Che- 
tham Hospital there. 

The Gorton book-case is in good preservation, and still contai 
fifty-six volumes chained to an iron rod. Though generally i 
better condition than the Turton library, these books are yet mui 
in want of repair.' 

The Turton book-case appears to correspond with those mac 
for Walmesley and Gorton ; at all events, the inscriptions on each 
were precisely similar. It is made of oak, now dark with age, and 
is closed in front by two folding doors, above which runs thj

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inscription carved in low relief^ in the very elegant and character- 
istic capital letters of the period : — 

« THE GIFT OF HVMPHKEY CHETHAM, ESQVIRE, 1666." 

Within the book-case^ about midway between the top and bottom^ 
there had formerly been placed two iron rods meeting at the cen- 
tre^ upon which the chains traversed. These rods^ and probably 
also an oak shelf corresponding with them^ appear to have been 
long since removed. 

The ancient chapel at Turton (dedicated by the name of St. 
Bartholomew) in which the Chetham library was originally 
placed^ was rebuilt in 1779; but that soon proving too small for 
the rapidly increasing population of the district^ was rebuilt and 
greatly enlarged in 1840-1. Nothing can now be ascertained 
respecting the position of the book-case in the original chapel^ but 
in the intermediate building it was raised on lofty legs^ probably 
to occupy as little space as possible^ and placed so high that peo- 
ple could walk under it. Doubtless, this inconvenient situation 
led to the removal of the iron rods, and consequent severance of 
the books from the case. The books were at this time much read 
between the Sunday services, particularly during the summer 
months, and the usual place for reading was the window sill of the 
chapel. In the present church the case was placed within the 
chancel, with its face towards the east ; but the books remained 
unattached to it, the chain being wrapped round each volume to 
secure the numerous loose leaves. Though, comparatively speak- 
ing, clean and free from dust, the damp of some former period 
had destroyed the stitching threads, so that the sheets were not 
only for the most part loose, but numerous pages were dispersed 
among the loose leaves of many other volumes. To all but six 
books the chains remained (though in some instances they were 
imperfect), and the practice of using them to tie up the books had 
greatly injured the leather binding. 

The entire number of volumes remaining in the library at the 
present time is fifty-two. It is scarcely possible to ascertain 



tlie original number; but from a document preserved among 
the records of the Chethani Hospital, which purports to be " An 
account of the £30 of books for Turton Cbappcll and of tbe £20 
for Walmesley Cbappcll, delivered to me, George Chetham, tbe 
28 day of July 1659," ' wbicb euppliea tbe price of each work — 
though not always the number of its volumes — the aggregate cost 
of tbe existing books is found to be £21 9s. 2d., and tbe average 
cost of each volume 89. 5d. Assuming that the entire £30 was 
spent in books for Turton, some twenty volumes of the same 
average cost may have been lost; among them should probably be 
included "A great Bible £110-0," of which there is now no 
trace. That about twenty volumes have really been lost or re- 
moved may be also inferred from the circumstance that just so 
many additional volumes could be coavcnicntly placed in the 
book-ease. The document referred to above shows also that the 
oak case and its iron work cost £3 IGs. ; the carving (of inscrip- 
tion) £1 4s, ; and the chains and clasps for fixing about threepence 
each. 

Exactly two hundred years having passed since this small library 
was placed in the cliurcb, and tbe condition of tbe books being 
such as to render a greater if not an entire loss very imminent, it 
appeared desirable to restore the books and ease as nearly as pos- 
sible to their original condition. An ofler to procure subscriptions 
for this purpose and to superintend the restoration, was made to, 
and willingly accepted by, the Reverend the Incumbent and tbe 
Churchwardens. A brief statement of tbe circumstances was 
printed, of which seventy-five copies were addressed to a few 
members of the Chetham Society, to gentlemen interested in the 
locality or who were supposed to bold tbe memory of Humphrey 
Chetham in respect, and to other antiquarian or personal friends 
of tbe Editor. This appeal was liberally responded to by nu- 
merous subscriptions, wbJcb, though bmitcd at the first to ten 
shillings, and subsequently to two shillings and sixpence, speedily

amounted to a sum more than sufficient to defray the expense of 
the restoration. 

Each volume has been carefully collated and all lost pages re- 
corded. The original cost^ the expense of repair^ and the headings 
of many curious and interesting dedications are noted in the Cata- 
logue opposite the titles^ which are printed at full length and as 
nearly as possible in the style of the originals. 

No ornament of any kind has been added to the original 
sober brown binding of the volumes; where the old leather 
was at all available it has been scrupulously retained, and every 
scrap of printed or written paper carefully preserved. None of the 
volumes were lettered on the back, nor had they any reference 
number^ so that it is probable no catalogue has hitherto existed. 
A copy of this tract is now added to the collection and chained 
among the other books. 

The chains are of iron^ tinned. Each consists of a ring one inch 
in diameter^ which passes within a small brass plate^ clasping^ and 
riveted to^ the board of each volume; to this ring are attached 
five light links^ each two inches long by half an inch in width ; a 
swivel of two inches connects these with five other similar links ; 
and the chain terminates with a ring of one-and-a-half inch dia- 
meter^ which is strung upon and traverses an iron rod firmly 
riveted to the oak case. No book can now be removed without 
the use of considerable violence. The length of the chains admits 
of the books being placed on the flat top of the oak case^ which 
forms a desk where they may be conveniently read. New iron 
rods and oak shelves are placed in the presumed situations of 
those long since removed. 

The sunk panels serving as a ground for the inscription^ was 
painted sky-blue^ and the surface of the letters gilded. The 
paintings which was undoubtedly not original^ has been removed 
and the ground of dark brown oak restored^ the letters regilded^ 
and the entire case repaired^ cleaned and polished. 

The selection of books must have been made in a liberal spirit^ 
as it includes the works of authors who entertained various and 



somewhat opposing ahadea of Protestant opinion. " A great 
Bible" (now lost) had at one time its place in the collection, and 
a blacb IClttr copy of " The Book of Homilies" is still to be found 
among the existing volumes. " The Book of Common Prayer" is, 
and has always been, absent, which is readily explained by refer- 
ence to the date on the book-case, the year 1655 being that in 
which the Protector, Oliver Cromwell, had reached the height of his 
popularity and power, and the Church of England the very depth 
of her temporary depression. It may be remarked as somewhat 
curious, that the works of John Preston, D.D., a voluminous and 
exceedingly popular author of his time, though suggested for pur- 
chase by Chetham to his Executors, do not appear to have found 
a place in the hbraries at Turton, ^^'almcsley, or Gorton. 

It may be fairly expected that this interesting little library 
will now be more highly prized and carefully protected, if not 
for its intrinsic value, at least as a genuine relic of the time of 
Humphrey Chetham, and a graceful and appropriate memorial 
of that good man, whose judicious cliarities are more than usually 
blessed by an ever accumulating usefulness, having conferred the 
inestimable benefits of generous nurture and religious education 
upon many grateful generations, with a reasonable hope of in- 
creased utility and a still wider sphere of action among generations 
yet unborn. 

The Editor desires to cspress his very grateful thanks to James 
Crosslev Esq., F.S.A,, President of the Chetham Society, for 
invaluable assistance in the Notes, which he has kindly amplified : 
to this assistance any interest the brochure may possess is mainly 
attributable.

The oorrespondmg iico volumes still remain in the Chcthant Libnrj at Ckirton 
Obapal, ind a cop; at ths cost of £2 was purchasod for Walmeslej Clmpel. There ia 
no icBtige of the third volume published «ith thin edition. From the original price, 
and alio from the corresponding volumes only (vitbout the third} being found at 
Gorton, it msj be presumed that the last volume of this papular book vbb not pur< 
ohaaod bj the trustees for Turton, Walmale;. or Gorton Libraries. 

The condition of this book before rebinding indicated that it hod been much read. 
The boards were quite worn away, and man; ot the pages seriously impaired by fre- 
quent use. This edition (the eighth) of this populw work was the last which was 
printed iu filjlA letter. Among the oommendatory verses at the commencement of 
the Tolumc are the following :

Peter Hejlin, ao English divitw at tho High Chureh partj, and a rer; rolutiutioiu 
writer, vaa bom in 1600 sud died in 1663. This, hit most popular work, ya» first 
printed in 1621, and bai gone throcgli teveral editions. In the present one the iiddi' 
tions are so considembh! as to render it nlmoat a new irork. At the end of tbe first 
book (p. S23) is " An Adrertlsecient to the Bender." " Tbe Reader ik to be ndfertised 
that tbe Work being committed to five seyeral Priaters, for the more speedj dispatch 
tbereof, it is thought Gt that ererj bouse shall bear the burden of its owu errata." 
Tbon foUowB a rerj- eztensire list of " Errors of the Press." Who the Bto prinlera 
were does not appear. 

There lue few more entertaining folios than HejUn's Miorocosmogrnplij. The fol- 
lowing extract from bis prelaoe will giTe somo idea of his itjlc : 

"And here I cannot but remember a prett; accident ithich befell mo in the monelh 
ot JoMiary, An. 1640, at what time it had heon m; ill fortune to auO'cr under some 
misapprehensiaDB whicli had been cntertain'd agauiBt me, and to be brougbt before 
the CommiliFe for the Cemrti ofJmlict, on the complaint of M. Fiyiinf, then nowly 
retum'd &om his coofiuemeot, and in great credit with the Tulgar. Heard bj them, 
I confess I was, with a groat deal of tagonuous patience; but most dcspitefully 
reviled and persecuted with eicevsive both oaise and Tiolcnce, by such as thronged 
about tho doom of tint ComaiUlee to expect the issue : it boiag ns niturnll to manj 
weak and inconsidorate men, as it is to Dogs, to bark at thoso they do not know, 
and to accompany each other in those kinds of obmors. And though I had the 
happiness to come off clear, without luf ccnsiirv, and to recover by degrees amongst 
knowing meo, that odtimation which before hod been much endangered, yet such as 
took up matters upon trast nod Hear-say, looked on me aa a persaa forfeitod, and 
narked out for ruin. Amongst others, I was then incountred in my passage tram 
WiariauiuUr to WMleliali, by a tall big Gentleman, who thrusting me rudely from tba 
waU, and looking aier hia shoulder on me in a acomfull manner, said in an hoarM 
TOJCK these words, GfOgraphie u beiter Ihait Divimtit; and so passed along. Whe- 
ther hii moaniag were, that I was a better Orograpkir than Dirinr ,- or that 0«o- 
grapkit had been a study of more credit and adrantage to me in tbe eyes of men, than 
Divinilig was like to prove, 1 am not able to determine. But sure I am, I haie since 
thought Tcry ofloa of it, and that the thought thereof had its inflaoncc on me, in 
drawing me to look buck on tiiose younger studies, in which I was resoWed to hwra 
dealt no more j and thereto, in the Frefiice to my Mtcrocoim, had obliged mysetCi"

Jabn Jewell his one of the moBt learoed moQ lUnoag tbe English refonnen, uid H 
leftloua cbampiou for tbe Protestiuit cause in the siitmntli ceuturr. He wag born 
in 1G22 and st an onrl; ago diBtinguiahed liimaelf at Oxford. On tliB afouBion of 
Edward VI. lia oyowed himself a Protestant, but win compallBd to leave the Dmror- 
ait; and the kingdom during the reign of Mary. He raturaed to England nben 
Elizabeth ascended the throae, and was promoted to the Biiliopric of Saliibiuy in 
1560. In 1571 ho daparted this life, baring long sulTered iram lumcni^s and delioate 
health. 

Bishop Jewell's "DafcQso of the Apologie of the CbnroU of Enghind" (iuoluded 
•moDgst hiB works in this volume) was held in so moob cslcem that it was ordered bj 
Queen Elizabeth, James I., Charles I., and hj four eun^eisiTe Arebbiabops, " to be 
read and chained up in Parish Churches throughout England and Wales."

I yeeld to the 
times ; and if tbey take any delight in mj miserie, I hinder them not of it : and what 
Arialidft prated before be went into banishmeot, that I pra; of Almightio God, that 
no man ma; once tbinke of me when 1 am gone, and can the; desire an; more? 
Heero it letnnea be could roiraine no longer, but opened sluce to oSoction. Pardon 
mce good Sirs (ssid he) if it doe grieue me to leaae the place where I haue beeua 
brought Tp, whero I haae tiaed bitberto, whore I hauu baene in some place and 
reckoning. But wb; do 1 sticke to kill m; heart with one word 9 Alas that I mult 
apeake it, as with griefe I must, Valeanl iluilia, ealeanl hoc tenta, valeal tedei tmtHt- 
»tma tUerarvm, foltat iiutuirfunniiw contpeciui vaitri, valfie iiMeiin, valelt toti^, 
valele Ji^rei, valele ocuH Toei, vatele omitet, ValeU. Thus bee buret Out of hit 
speech, and bis bearers burst out into tesros."

Ood, nor holecved In the same Christ ; but remain still Aliens from the Common- 
wealth of Itraelj and in comparison of themselves no better then Fapista, or at the 
beat but carnal Gospellers, The second notion under which I commend it, respecteth 
the Work it self, or tbe manaer of the Authors handling it, wblch is done so soundly 
and solidly, so judidoiuly and exactly, so methodically and orderly, and with that 
fkmiliar plalnnosse, perspicuity and cleamcsse, that it gireth place to no other In thit

Exhausted b; intense application to 
Studj he died in 1583, at the ago of fortj-nine j-iars." 

The translator of Ursinus, Henry Parrj, pccfiies a long address " To the Ohristiaa 
Eeader." 

The concluding worli, "Theoiogicail ItiscflUanies of Doctor David PareuB," waa 
doubtless translated, though his initials oal; are giren, by the inde&tigable *>fT 
ander Hoes. The foUowiug is his address to the Reader : —

" The Authour of this Treatise was D. David Pan'e, a man eminent in knowledge, 
both in Divioitj and Philosuiiby. The place where bee professed, is Eeidelberge, an 
ancient and lamoui UniTersLlie, of about 300. years staudiitg, founded in the yesrc of 
Christ 1346. by Raperl, the second Dulce of BaTaria, aud Coont Palatine ; in which 
liuiuleT, the fiimous Hobrioian, did, aboTe an hundred jcarcs ago, profcsse the Hebrew 
tongue ; in which Sodolphut Agncola, a man tiniinent in all kind of Lterature, and 
many other learned Doi:tors, both before and since the Beformation, hare Qourtahed. 
The subject of theao Miscellanies is a solid eonfirmatioQ of our orthodox Tenets, and 
a refutation of Popery, I'biquitarisme, Socinianisme, Arminianiame, and other hutefo- 
doiall opioiona. The niannei hee useth both in coufirming aud eonbting, is sucdnct, 
learned, and solid ; wherein he shewes himsclfe a good School-man, and no means 
Philosopher. The benefit which by this Work might redound to the good of such in 
these Eingdomes, who have not the Latin tongue, gave an edge to the undertaking of 
this Translation ; out of nhieb, if thou receive any satisfaction in these pointa, I ahall 
not think my labour lost, nor my time ill spent. The Qod of peace pnt an end to the 
distractions of his aOlicted Church, and make us all of one mind, and of one heart, 
that there may be but one sheep-fold under that great Shepherd, who laid down his 
life for bis sheep, the Lord Jeeiu.

against the Apostles rule; wherin FrotCBtant writori are more equall, then tha 
Bomanists: for they thinke scome to rse our writers, (hough of nener so excellent 
parts: at appeareth in Fereriut Commentaries, who sorteth out his collectiona, 
wholly out of men of his owne aeot (I ipeake of the new writers) whereas he needed 
be no more ashamed, to haue followed the iudgement, of Lather, Caluiite, SinUem, 
luKiui, and other worthie writers among the Protestants, as we do not refiue ttM 
learned obseruationa of Caiflamu, JUontamit, Talablui, with others of their aido. I 
haue therefore out of their writiDgi taken tbo best, and left the worst : where ikcjr 
speake the truth, I alledge them ; where they ore found in error, 1 refdte then."

But lotephut 
in that [ilace, where ho touehcth that storje, Hi. to mtiqiiat. cap, II. bath no suoh 
thbg; he ouelj esilh, ritam actunu erat inter lutuu, tliat he was to lead hi* lifb 
among the beasts. Xndeede Dorctheui and Epipkaniua axe of opinion, that he wai 
not changed at all in hi* raiiide, but onely eiteruall; in his bodie : and that the fore- 
part of bim wiB like an oie, the binder part like a 1;0D. But thia cannot be so. 
1. If tbej prosBO thi> words literally thoj may with belter reason say, ho was changed 
into an engle : because it is said, hi« haire waa as eagles qudles, and hie nailn lilio 
birds olawea : 2. If Ibare had beeue in liiin any such notorins change it would 
not hauB becne omitted, seeing the power of Ood should haue beene set forth thereby.

Few thero are of tbo minde of Cordinall Martin, a 
familiar !riead to Saint Bernard, and of whom be writcth, that baving boeoe Em- 
bassadour in DactOf he returned so paoro tbut both his Purse and hia Horsea foiUug 
him, hee hardly got to Florence. There the Bishop of the place gave bim an Horse 
on which he was corryed to Piia, In a short time tbe Bishop followed him, ibc be 
hod a cause there to bo beard, and tbe ibty of bearing woa at hand, and seeking tbe 
Builragoe of Ills friends he come lo MarTiiivt, being eonfldout of him, because hM 
could not be forgctfull of the gift lately bestowed upon him. But Jfarfimu laith 
onto bim, thou hast deceived me, I did not know that Ihou bodst a bosineaoe in 
hand, take away thy HoiH, behold it ia in the Stable^ and tbe tame houK he rMtorad 
it nnio bim. If CardiaaU had the some minde atilJ, I doubt tlioy wonld not be« to 
rich as to moke themselves equall with Kings. Lmi Qerikom giveth tbe verse this 
mwtiing, that the pH of h Uberall man beauti£oa him in tbe minds of man, as b pro- 
doDi atone beautifiea the body in thr eyes of men, ao that whithersoever bee tumetb, 
whatMever be doth bo snooeedoth in it. Tho force of tho verae abeweth the foroe of 
bribtry in the world.

The " Conforonco " has a separate title. " An Ansrvore to M' Fishers Belaljoa of 
a Third Conferenoe betwecne a certaine B. (aa he stiles him) and himselfe. The Con- 
lerence iras Ter; priuate, till M' Fisher spread certuae Papers of it, which in manj 
respects deionted an Ansnere. Whioh is here giucn b; R, B. Cliapleine to the B. tbsl 
wae implojed in tbe Coofcronce. London, printed by Adorn tslip, lG2i," 

In his Address to the Render, the Author gives tbe history of this Tory learned, 
able and elaborate work ; — "II is now taoyeerea^ HhcbI wbs first colled, bv my Lord 
Duke of Bockinghani, to oonferre with on Hououroble PersoQ, who as then began to 
make Beuolt from the true Faith and Roiigion professed in our Church.

Lastly, his BoysU Maiestie in bis deepe ludgoment, hauing obsemed 
by tbe former Conferences, and especially by tho second, that our Aduersories are 
cunning and snbtile, in eluding our Arguments brought against them, but of no 
strength (especially in particular Questions) when they come to the narticriiini, uid 
oonlirmation of their owne Tenet ; Ho was pleased to hnue Nine Qucstians of Con- 
trouersic propounded to the losuit, that bee might in writing manifest the Orounds^ 
and Arguments, whereupon tbe Popish Faith in those Points was builded. For lus 
Maieetie, in Iiis owne ludgoment and Fxperienoc, knew most certainely. That Romiats 
are not able lo conSrmc their Faith, oitlior by sacred Scripture, or by onlient Tra- 
dition. And therefore their manner is, when tbey dispute with Protestants 
to auoid other Controucrsies, and to set rp tlieir rest vpoa the Questio 
Tisibilitio and Authoritie of the Church.

Uc was oao of (be moat popular preaelun 
amODgit the Preabjteci&n part; : — "This path of mine hath beeno opou shaip« 
stones, cutting shols, and pricking tbomoe j jet thorough the hulpe of the ehooo of 
the prepBTstion of the Oospel of peace, I doe not Qndo mj ia-t cut. Feaco a pr«tioiu 
to me, I feele the sweetneese of it ; I nm willing to do what I can to honour it. 
The publiquo juTOB, contentions, dietuibiuaee abroad in Church luid Conuuonwealth 
are verj gricrous. Thej saj there arc in the world such things in Families also. I 
have brougbt hero some water : if ray line had been longer, mj bucket bad beeae 
fuller. You hare here what I delivered ; some things are added, cspociallj quotations 
of Authors and ItistorioB. When thej grow to bo many I thinke them Gtter for the 
Prease then the Pulpit. I was the more willing those things should oomo forth to 
publiqoe view, bocause otherwiss what other men apprehended to be my mindc, wonld 
bo put into their owns words, and so reudred in an evill appoanmce. But will Print- 
iog helps ? The boldnesse of this age is such, as cot onslj to make a mans words 
souod otherwise then when the; came from him, and to traduce him : but confidentlj 
to avorre that there are such things writ beu in such Bookes, of such men, which never 
jet came into their thoughts, much lessc into their pen. With what boldnesse Lath 
it been said and printed ogainc aod Dgaine, that I in that Book entitled, Thr gloriomi 
name of God, The Lord of SutU, did coll the Earlo of Ettex the Lord of Hosts. 
Sorelj the sight of those mon is exlranitlendo, not iHtramitttndo, thoy send forth 
apocios of their owne dyed with the evill of their hearts, and then thej saj they Bode 
them in such a book. No man can findc thot osmo givon bj me to him. I indeed 
endeavoured to encoursgo ^>t" in bla worko, because the Lord had made him the I<Drd 
of our Hosts, which is no more thon the Lord of our Armies. The utmost that over 
was said or writ comes but to this, that God had put a name upon him that came 
ncare to bis, but never mentioned without eomo dilToronco from it. Ad abuse in this 
kinde, though not altogether so high, I have had from tlie Anti-Apologiit ; he qnotM 
many places in my Lectures upon Soiea, ho sets downo the pages, wherein he sajea, 
I have contrary to what is in the Apology preached for that way you call Independent. 
Would any man but thinke, when ho sees the Booke named in Print, the Lecture, 
the vcrj page mentioned, but that the thing is true, it is to be fouod there? But to 
this day it bath never come to my cares that ever any man bath found such things 
there but binueUe. Aio those the places? Let moderate and quiet spirited men 
looke into them, and they shall Onde nothing thero but what the generality of Froby- 
teriall Brethren, yea I thinke I may say every one, who ia not either Prelaticall or 
very viohjnt, will acknowledge to beo truth, and if so, I am free. But we shall have 
another time for this. At this time I would gladly that this Treatise might meet with 
no spirit exasperated, but in calntuesse and quietnosse let what is here be examined.

or seuenillj. Your ioyiit gouernament rnder whlrh we the inhabitente of this towns 
of Watford enioy our publiku peace, bindeth all of t» wherein wfe may, to testing oin 
thanlcefulnra for so groat and publike a good. God might gourme the world {if be 
pleased) b; hlmBellb immediately, yet hu commitieth it to Mogutrotis uud Bnlen, 
both mprrame, and delegata ; whom he hououTHth with an high style, calling them 
auutanU to him that rnUth ihe Khole earfh: yea the aheildi of the earl&, to beareoir 
wrongs and euills from men.

Of Taylor, Fuller observes, ho was bom at BIcbuoDd, In Yorkshire, and enteMd 
very young but not raw into the ministry, at twenty-one years of ago, and continutd 
in the •omo at Beading and London for thirtj-fire yean. Eis aertnons were 
woU studied, and he was wont to ssj. That ofttimes be satisfied himself the le 
be b«t pleased, liia people not taking sueh pains in lila preaehlng. His flook m 
firmlj founded and well battumod In eatecblsljcal divuiitj. lie died in the flftj-inli 
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Quarto, 429 pages.

I would also expresse my desire to put 
into your hands a weapon against the like fiery assaults of Satan, who spareth neither 
head nor members: which while you buckle fast ynto you; as you haue your 
honourable Fathers name, and resemble him in other yertues ; so herein also you 
shall imitate his wisedome and prudence : of whom I haue heard that lining in the 
Court to a great age, and ysually wearing his weapon about him : one asked why h9 
beeing so weake, burdened himselfe with his weapon : his noble answer was. He would 
not lay off his weapon so long as he knew one Papist in the Court. This will be also 
your wisedome, so long to buckle your weapon ynto you, as you know one enemy left 
to tempt and assault you. And now in leaning you, let me leauo with you a medidna 
or receipt against the sting of that fiery serpent of power to driue him away. For as 
Ambrose speakes of the leanes of the bramble bush, that beeing cast ypon one kinds 
of serpent, they kill him : so much more true it is, that the leaues of Gods word, whidi 
properly belong to the bush of the church, and opposed to Satans poysoned tempta- 
tions, ouercome and master them.

The Dedication thus proceeds : — '* We reedc, that when Obed-edom entertained the 
Arke of the Lord, the Lord hlessed Obed-edom, and all that heo had, because of the 
Arke of God. That Arke was a signe of QtodB presence, and a type of our Ministeiy, 
to which lesus Christ hath tycd his spcciall presence. That Arke was graced with 
many miracles : By it, the waters of lordan diuidod themsdues, and gaue way to 
Israel to passe, as on dry land. By it, tho huge walls of lerico fell downe to the 
ground. By it, Doffon, the Idoll of tho Fhilistims, was throwne to the earth and dii- 
membred. This our Euangclicall Arke is countenanced with as many, and mighty 
miracles as euer that was : It passeth all the Israel of Q-od thorow the mighty flouds 
and impassable streames of afflictions and impediments, that otherwise would stop 
them in their way to Canaan. By it, the huge walls of wiokednesse, and lusts, eaen 
all high thoughts, lift yp against Ck)d, and reared yp against heauen, are throwne 
downe, and cast to ground. By it, the adored Dagon oi Popish Idolatry, and super- 
stition ; of errours, heresies, false- worship, and ignorant conceits, is cast Tpon his 
face, not able to abide the presence of tho Arke, and truth of God : and a thousand 
such miracles are daily wrought by it in the conuersion of men. From that Arke, the 
Lord gaue immediate answcres, and diuino Oracles. From ours, we haue as sura 
directions, in aU cases of faith, and sound doctrine, aud also of Christian manners. In 
that, were the Tables of stone written with Gods finger : In this, are those Tables, not 
laid yp, but ynfolded, and Christ, the end of the Law, included. Before that, was tho 
Pot of Manna, and the flourishing Bod of Aaron, This exhibiteth Christ the Bread 
of Life, and the Manna that came downe from heauen ; together with his Bod and 
gouemment, which seemed quite cut off, and withered, in his death ; but gloriously 
budding, and flourishing againe in his powerful! Besurrcction. Now the way to meeta 
with blessing, is, to entertaine our Arke, as Obed-edom did that. For it was not the 
presence of tho Arke, but Obed-edoms rcuercnt entertainment of it, that procured his 
prosperity. No more is it the presence of a powerfull Ministery (suppose by Christs 
owne person and presence) but the kind and louing respect of it, that may expect 
blessing from it. This kind entertainment Obed-edom expressed in these particulars. 

Hee 
that loues not God, can neuer entertaine tho Arke : aud a sure signe of a man bating 
God himselfe, is the hatred of a faithfull Ministery. 

" 2. Obed-edom embraced the Law of God with a rouercnd affection ; and for the lone 
of that, entertained tho Arke, in which the Law was prescrued. For if Obed-edom 
had yiolated the Tables of stone, or broken tho Bod of Aaron, or mis-ysed the Manna ; 
he had been so farre from being bettered by the presence of the Arke, that it would 
haue proued his destruction. No man can friendly embrace the Ministery, that liueth 
in the ordinary yiolation of any of the Lawes of God ; or despiseth any of the rules 
by which lesus Christ gouemeth his Church. Yea, for such a man to line ynder a 
godly Ministery, it rather furthers his ludgement, than any way procures his pros- 
perity."

In- 
eouraging instaoi^es your own Sc:i wiU afTord; Eurtoehium profited bo munb in tba 
Latins, Hebrew, nad Qnxik, that in her time ihee was called the wonder of the world.

PoHHan bath an Epistle to Cajtandra, B Venetian 
majd, whom he csIb the g\oij of Itaig, her dehght was not in wool, but hooka, not in 
the spindle, or needle, but in the pen, not in paint, bub in ink ; she writ Epiall«s and 
Orations to admiration, she eiceld in Logick and Philosophj, and had such perfection*, 
as caused the Iciu-ned to admire, if not adore her. Queen Elizabeth nus so leamed, 
that she reud ererj Author in the ortginall, and ansvored Ambassadors of moit 
Nations in their own language, she weat twice to Ox/bnf, and once to Cambridge^ pur- 
posely to hear the leamed Aoademicall disputations, where her self made Latine Ora- 
tions i she Iraashilsd Saluit, and writ a Century of Sentenocs ; she set apart some 
hourea daily 1o reail, or hear others read to her ; the so eiccld in leomiag Jl n-isdomri, 
that her (eochois rnlher leamed of her, then brought teaming to her. Your Hi^h- 
noBse seems to aim st all the oicelleucies in the pre-mentioned : for your writing out 
the LoiLDS prayer in Greek, some leits of Scripture in Hebrew, your endearour after 
the exact knowledge of those holy Tongues, with other languages and leamed ooeom- 
plishmenta, your diligent hearing of the Word, carefull noting of Sermona, under- 
atsnding onavera at the catechising, and frequent queatiouing about holy things, doe 
promise greot matters from you. If the harvest be aniweiable to the fpring, your 
JHyiHeiie will bo the Konder of the learned, & glory of the godly. It is nij unhappt- 
Doss that 1 cannot be suf&cieatly adjuvant to such Princely beginnings ; yet because 
this following Treatise is an exposition of Scripture, I take the boidnoase to present it

" Tbere must not be inereoee of money or victaali ; it's not meant ■ bnrthcnsoine 
enorcBsB of yicloida, bat no oncroaao at all. 

"Some plead the hitrfulnease of it, irom Devt. 23. 20. Unlo ailmngtrtlummajiatt 
lead upon uttiry, but uitlo l/ig brother tJiott mayeat not Itnd Hpon ifitiry. HoDCe they 
conclude, that usury i> not simply unlawfull but to a brother. 

"Annn. Qod ia above the law, and may authorize muu to doe aneh things aa the 
tetter of the law is against : He bade Abraham sacrillce his sotine, the Jetres to rub 
the Egyptiana, ThoUw in Z/enil. 20. 21, ia against a roan mnrrving hia brothers wife; 
yet in Deut, S5. 5. The brother must raiae up seed to tho brothi-r -, and 7. brethren 
had one woman, Matth. S3. 24, 25, 2S. And ao here, the Lord migbt give way to the 
Jeivei to take usury, he is abore the law.

" It is the bliudnesse of tho Jeice* to think they may take usury of Christians, when 
Christ bath made of both, one, Epben. 2. 11. And it ia our ainfull eovetouanesse to 
t^B usury one of another when we are brethren : and therefore some aOlrme that in 
this pUce of i}«if . that usury towards strangera is noitbra oommandcd nor pornitted ; 
but the Soripturo would hare ua acknowledge all our neighbours and brethren ; and 
that if wee doe exercise usury towards any, we entreat them not as brettiten oi 
hours, but as enemies,"

This powerful champion of Fresbyterianism was sent by the Kirk of Scotland as 
one of her Commissioners to the General Assembly at Westminster, in 1643. He was 
much opposed to episcopacy, and consequently incurred the displeasure of the Oourt 
One of his works, entitled, " Lex Bex'* was burned by the common hangman at the 
Cross of Edinburgh, and at the gates of the New College of St. Andrews, where he was 
Professor of Divinity. When on his death-bed he received a summons to appear 
before the Scottish Council, but returned a message that he could not obey, as he was 
cited to appear before a higher court at an earlier day — alluding to hb anticipated 
death, which immediately occurred. — ScoU Worthies, 
The following Epitaph was placed on Rutherford's gravestone : — 
*' What tongue, what pen or skill of men. 
Can famous Rutherford commen' ? 
His learning justly rais'd his £&me, 
True goodness did adorn his name. 
He did converse vnth things above. 
Acquainted vnth Immanuel's love. 
Most orthodox he was, and sound. 
And many errors did confound. 
For Zion's King, and Zion's cause. 
And Scotland's Covenanted laws. 
Most constantly he did contend. 
Until his time was at an end. 
At last he wan to full fruition 
Of that which he had seen in vision." 

—Scots WoHhies, 
Milton's scornful mention of Rutherford, in his lines '* On the new Forcers of Con- 
science," must not be forgotten in noticing this zealous Presbyterian : — 
"Because you have thrown ofifyour Prelate Lord,

"Tliere be two happy things (worthy Beador) as one BAyth, Tit one u not to at 
lie other U to eioape fi-om the ptnrgr of error. Times wombe bnngeth furtfa many 
truths, though truth be not a dt-hU'r to Time, bocauao Time puttetb new rob(« on old 
Truth ; But truth ia QoSji debtor, and oweth her being to him oidj. It ii a great 
evil under the Sun, and the tickagHB of mans Tanity, that the namo of ho!; meo 
should be a web to make garments of for new opinioiu, but the crrora of holy men 
hare no whitone«9e, nor hotincsse from man. And it is a wrong that mens praise 
should be truths prejudice, and mens gaino, truths losso. Yet I shall boortilj diaire 
that men heroin obserre the art of deep proiidencre, for the Creator conunandeth 
darknes to bring forth hor birth of light, and Ood doth so over-aw, with a wiao Bnp<it- 
dominion, mens errors, that contrary to natures way, from collision of opinions, 
resullcth truth : and disputes, as stricken flint, cast fire for light, God raising out of 
the dust ind asbea of errors a now living truth. What mistakes, errors, or hmMias 
have been anent Cinreh gotemmejit, that Tigilant and never slumbering wisdome of 
Providence, hath thence made to appearo the sound doctrine of Oodi Kingdoms. 80 
here Satan shapoth, and Ood sewctb, and maketh the garmoat. Error is but di*g», 
by the artiHos of all compassing Providence, from whence are distilled strong and oar- 
diall waters. And what Anti-eArUt hath cooOBiyad for a Hioraruhj and harnaiie 
ceremonies, hath put Cirialia bis two witnesses in Britlaine to advocate for thclrath 
and native simplicity of his own Kingdom. 

"But I heartily doairo not to appearo an an adversary to the holy, rovetend, and 
learned Brethren who are sufTercra for the truth, for there be wide marches betwixt 
striving, and disputing. Why should hw Hritie t for tee be Brtlire*, the Bonoea of 
one father, the home Oitiiens of one mother J«nua2ein. To dispateisnot tooontend. 
We strive as we are camall, wo dispute as we ore men, we war^ont our Itutt, vs 
dispute from diversity of star-light, and day-light. Weakneese is not wickodnesae, a 
roving of wit must not be deemed a Rebellion of will, a broken inginne may part with 
a dead child, and yet be a Mother of many healthy children. And while our revereod 
and deare Brethren, fleeing the eoost of Egypt, and Sahylom wicked borders, aym to 
shore upon truth, wind may deceive good Sailors, naturall land-motions (as when 
heavy bodies move downward, toward their own (eUy oountrey) are upon a straight 
line. But Sea-motions of sailing aro not by right lines, hut rather by Sea-circlce. Wa 
often argue and dispute, as we caile. Where grace and weight of Scripture make 
motion, we walko, in a right line, toward Ood. But where opinion, a messenger only 
sent to spio the land of lias, aud truth, usurpetb to conduct us, what marv<JI then we 
goe about truth, rather then lodge with Truth. And CAriit his Kingdome, Sceptsr, 
Glory, BabgloKf lall, be the maleriall object of opinions, on both sides ; And yet tha 
word of Ood hath a right lith, that cannot suiTGr division. In Ooda mailers there ba 
not, as in Grammar, the positive and comparativo degrees, there are not liere, truth, 
and more true, and most true. Truth is in an indivisible line, which bath no b 
and cnnnol admit of selecting."

Sonne. Oh h;t nut that day be forgotten wherein Henrie Frinee of Wales departed 
this martall life, whose hopcfull yeares were the ioy of all reformed Churohes, pro- 
mising pstsblishment of Keligion, Royal! Succession, and UoDOurable luatice. Vp«tl 
the same day of August did l^abmarada* lint, and aflerward THui, bnme tho Temple 
of lerusalcm. Wherefore the lewes fast that day. Tpon the fame day, was UoDW 
first talien by the QohUi, and aUerward burned by Nero. Too liie and twentieth of 
August was fatall to the Kings of Boemia, and the men of Calcedon aecouatad tbe oea 
and twentieth day of euery Monoth prodigious, because on such a day the Lieuleuoant 
of Dariitt emasculated all their Hale-children and sent them into Fersia. But oh 
England, and all the friends thereof, weepe for the sixth of Nouembcr, wherein the 
luster of this generation was put out. Benrie thy peerelcBse Prince forsooke tlM 
Earth, and his principalitie therein, for an immortall Crovne of Heanen. Weepe I 
say and lament, as Dauid for his &iend loimthan : the lewcs for lotiat and MaciO' 
ims : the Komana for PerHimx the Emperour ; and our Foro-futhera for the vutimdy 
deaths of Heitrie the fifth and Edtoard tho sixth : that we may neuer moume lur the 
other branches of the Boyall 3temmc, but our want of hint may bo our fruitioD o( 
them, Tntill all this generation be gathered to their Fathers.'' 

Tbe foUawing is bis Lamentation ou the wickedness of hia time: — 
" Id the Primitiue Church the Beleouore goodes were at the Apostles forte, but io 
our reformed estate tho Apostles and Ministers goodcs are in tho Beleeuera Coflfan. I 
would Qod they wero Beloeuors, then they would be Releeuers, and not suffer bolh 
the poorc pastors and the pastonrs of the poore, and the poors with their paitON t« 
perish al together. And for our Minietoy and preaching, I dare say it was not leaM 
regarded (eioe]>t pnseoution) one hundred yeare agoe than now it is. If Qratlemeo 
or Noblemen receine their tithes, the people are well contented ; but if the Freachera 
t«kD them, it grieueth Ihom deadly ! Wliko becaUBO they goo to tho right owners. And 
thustho world makes muoh of ts, onr Linings are diminished, our Labours are uegladad, 
our pmence despised. They aooompt their parishes the happiest, where is no preaoh- 
ing Ministerie. no controlling of sioners, no fightmg with tbe diucll, no oousoisnee of 
Religion. O miserable times! O miserable manners! they had rathsr goe witb 
mosicke to the gallones, than with mooming to a Bermon : they choose rather to 
tlfgvg to hell, than weeping to heauea,"

The following pleasing conclusion of his " Reduction" is worth extracting. The 
good man who wrote it was, nevertheless, an indefatigahle controversialist for forty 
years after, and up to the close of his life : — 

" I am truly aweary of the Warres of Divines : Many an opportunity and importu- 
nity have I put hy, as finding here also, that Impendia belli sunt prcBmiis majora : and 
especially in this civil uncivil Warre of Brethren, the gainer usually loseth : unless 
men could be brought to»deal more with the Matter ^ and less with Wwrds and Men, 
Contentions are both the Daughter and the Mother of Pride. They are (as soot) the 
fuel of that flame that caused them. If the contender be overcome, he glorieth not as 
a Christian in the Victory of Truth, but repineth as a man at his own overthrow ; and 
pro plwneis noxis plumbaa iraa gerit : If he seem to conquer super eUia eriffit, and it 
doth puff him up, and so increase his vice, and hasten his mine ; for 

Vindicat elatosjusta mina gradus. 
Howeyer it sets men usually on two eager a studying for their own Reputation ; which 
is the way that god resolveth shall mine it : For he that will be great must be the 
servant of all, and ho that will be wise must become a fool, and he that will save his 
honour must lose it : qui propagat nomen, perdit nomen. My soul tasteth an 
admirable sweetness in Peace : The Churches Peace, the Concord of Brethren is my 
daily study, prayer and endeavour ; which O that I were able any right way to pro- 
mote ! What I do that way, I do with pleasure : my greatest zeal doth carry me to 
it. But what I do in way of Controversio, yea even when necessitated, so that I dare 
not forbear, least I should betray or wrong the Truth, yet is it grievous and ungratefull 
to me : I have little pleasure in it. I am resolved therefore to draw back from this 
work, as much as I findo consistent with my Fidelity to the Truth of Christ ; and to do 
nothing in it till I am satisfied of a Call that must not be resisted. And when I follow 
Gt>d, I may safely commit to him my Way and Labours : for I have found that he 
draweth forth nothing, which he knows not how to use for good. And the more any 
Brother is perswaded that I transgress my bounds in writing too sharply, I intreat 
him the more to pray for the pardon of my fault, and the more watchfully to shun the 
like himself; and to joyn with me, and all the Churches friends, in daily and impor- 
tunate requests to God, that he would guide our feet into the way of Truth and Peace ; 
even of that Truth, which lying between extrcams, is the only way to sted£ut Peace ; 
and of that Peace, which is the Means and End of Truth. Amen.''*

The entire work has a Dedication *' To mj dearly beloYod Friends, the Inhabitants 
of the Burrough and Forreign of Kederminster, both Magistrates and People.*' 

This very Yoluminous writer and excellent man published about one hundred and 
fortj-fiye distinct treatises, the most popular of which were, " The Saints Everlastiiig 
Best," and "A Call to the Uncouverted." Of the latter, 20,000 copies aie said to 
have been sold in one year ! 

In the present, which is the sixth edition of the Saints* Best, the famous passage 
is contained which was omitted in the later editions. Referring to meeting the Saints 
in heaven *he obserTCs: *^ Surely Brook , and Pirn, and Ramdeny and WhitCy &c., are 
now members of a more knowing, unerring, well ordered, right ayming, self-denying, 
unanimous, honourable, Triumphant Senate, then this from whence they were taken 
is, or ever Parliament will be. It is better be door-keeper, to that Assembly, whither 
Tioisse, &c., arc translated, then to have continued here the Moderator of this. That 
is the true Parliamentum Beaium, the blessed Parliament, and that is the only Church 
that cannot erre." 

With respect to the Devils compacts with Witches, he says : — "It cannot be onely 
his desire of hurting their bodies that makes him enter into these contracts with them ; 
for that he might procure by other means as likely. Besides it is some kind of pro- 
sperity, or fulfilling of their desires, which he conditioneth to give them. It is a 
childish thing to conceit that the Devil cares so much for a few drops of their blood ; 
Is not the blood of a boast or other creature as sweet ? Neither can it be only the 
acknowledgement of his power that he aims at ; nor a meer desire of being honoured 

or worshipped in the world, as Prophyrius and other Pagans have thought 

His usual appearance is in the shape and name of some deceased person, affirming 
himself to be the soul of such an one, or else he pretends to be an Angel of light ; 
And when he makes his compacts with Witches, it is seldome so plainly and directly, 
as that they understand it is indeed the Devil that they deal with. So that it is 
apparent, Satan seeks something more then the honour of domineering, that is, the ruina 
of the party with whom he deals : And that it is not their bodily and temporal mine 
only, appears further by this ; that he will heal as well as hurt, and give power to 
his confederates to do the like, and this tends not to the ruine of mens bodies. Though 
there be a great deal of deceit among them, yet doubtless many have been cured by 
Popish speb, and Pilgrimages, and Exorcisms. Carolua Piso mentions one of his 
Patients, who was incurably deaf a yeer together, and was suddenly cured in the midst 
of his devotion to the Lady oiLauretto. Fernelius mentions those that could stop any 
bleeding by repeating certain words. He saw an imiversal Jaundise cured in one night, 
by the hanging of a piece of Paper, about the neck. A groat deal more to the same pur- 
pose he hath ; De ahditis rer. cau^ls I. 2. c. IG. If any should doubt whether there 
be any such Witches, who thus work by the power of the devil, or have any compact 
with him, he hath as good opportunity now to be easily resolved, as hath been known 
in most Ages. Let him go but into Suffbik, or Essex, or Lancashire, &c. and he may 
quickly be informed. Sure it were strange, if in an age of so much knowledge and 
conscience, there should so many score of poor creatures be put to death as Witches, 
if it were not cleerly manifest that they were such. We have too many examples 
lately among us, to leave any doubt of the truth of this."

INTRODUCTION. 



Thb ooUectioD of Books bequeathed by Humphrey Chetham to 
Gorton Chapel having, by the courtesy of the Rector^ the Rev. 
Richard Basnett^ been entrusted to the Chetham Society for the 
purposes of this yolume^ it has been thought desirable to append 
to the Twrton Catalogue^ and to print and illustrate, uniformly 
with it^ such of the works as are not included in that collection, — 
adding at the end an index of the whole, in which the works 
common to both collections are distinguished by an asterisk. 

The Grorton collection is in very fair condition, allowing for the 
lapse of time ; but some volumes appear to have been lost. The 
case containing the books, and which is in excellent preservation, 
is a counterpart of the Turton one, with the addition of a low 
sloping shelf in front and immediately below the doors, appa- 
rently intended to rest the volumes upon when in use, as the 
attaching chains are of just sufScient length for that purpose. 

The case and its contents were removed in March, 1847, from 
the Chapel to St. Thomases School Room, Gorton, where they now 
are under the care of Mr. Tatton, the Master.

The first 
part, containing the text of the "New Testament, with the English yersion, and a Con- 
futation, has no title, but contains 912 pages, exclusive of prefatory matter and index. 
The text and the Defence are dedicated in separate dedications to Queen Elizabeth. 

As a specimen of Fulke's style, the following extract from this able and Tory elabo- 
rate work may be given : — 

*^ When you speake of Campions learning in the Ghreeke tongue, wherein you may 
be so manifestly conuicted by hundreths of witnesses, you stop the way from any 
credite to be giuen you in other matters. All Oxford knew, that Campion was no 
Grecian, when he departed from that Yniuersitie. His time spent in Ireland, and 
other places, whore he trauelled, would not yeelde him great knowledge since his 
departure, except he had wholy applied it, which he could not doe, nor any other 
serious studie in such sort as he trauelled in diuers places. But admit hee might haue 
knowledge by extraordinarie meanes or myracle if you will, how shall hee be tried, 
but by reading and vnderstauding that which greatly concemeth his cause, in dispu- 
tation and conference. You said he did read and interpret Saint Basil, not the easiest 
of the Greeke Doctours. I was not present at that conference, and therefore haue the 
lesse to say : But I my selfe making triall of his skill, by a place of Epiphanius, both 
read it to him, and offering him the booke, he vnderstood no more the matter thereof, 
than, if I had cited it in the Arabicke, or Persian language. And therefore, vpon the 
acknowledging of his dissembled ignorance, with great laughter of the hearers, I was 
content to expound it to him in English, before I could receiue any answere to the 
argument taken from that authoritie. Wherefore, I verily thinke, and am oertainely 
perswaded, that if he pretended to interpret any thing out of Saint Basil, it was alto- 
gether by artificiall coniecture, either of the place which he knew, and had read in 
Latine, or else by surmising of some one common word, hee gathered what the sense 
of the whole should be. Indeed, if hee had neuer knowne a word of Ghreeke, although 
he had boene no meete man to chalenge a whole realme to disputation : yet he might 
haue beene an honest man, and otherwise meanely learned, so he had not pretended 
knowledge, when he was in a manner altogether ignorant. For mine owne part, 
though it please you to name mee with Master Humfrey, Master Whitakers, and 
others, I neuer tooke vpon mee but a meane knowledge in the tongues, neither desire 
I in comparison to be preferred before any learned man, whose trauailes haue been 
profitable to the Church, although he were ignorant in the tongues. Yet, this I must 
freely say, that he which shall professe to be an absolute learned Diuine, without the 
knowledge of three tongues, at the least, may thinke well of himselfe, but hardly he 
shall get and retaine the credit he seeketh among learned men in this learned age. 
And therefore Campion, if disputation had beene meant rather than sedition, for all 
his arrogance and impudence, was an vnmeete Apostle to bee sent from Ghregorie of 
Borne, to chalenge all the wise and learned in England. Neither do I say this, as 
though I measured all learning by knowledge of the tongues, but wherein soeuer any 
Papist in the world, shall be bold to chalenge the name of learning, in any knowledge, 
that euer was, or is accounted good learning, God be praised, there are many of Gods 
true Catholike Church, whereof we are members, able to match them therin.** 
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Folio, 449 pages, oxclu^ve of prefatory matter. Prefixed is tbia adyertisement : — 

** Reader^ Thou art seriously to consider, that the Reverend Authoub did not eito 
Scriptures by number, but weight ; He did not jumble Scriptures together fortuitously, 
(as too many do, as Democritus did his atomes) but judiciously selected out those 
whicli were most apposite. And surely, nothing is more helpful to the right under- 
standing of Scripture, then comparing it with it selfo : do not therefore slcightly passe 
OTcr his Scriptures, as if they were of no moment, but diligently peruse them, and let it 
not be grievous to tumo to the places cited, for the marrow of this Book consists in the 
Authours dexterous paralleling of Scriptures together. Farewell,** 

A letter from Arclibishop Usher follows the title page : — 

** To my Reverend and Learned Brother, Doctor Richardson, Bp. of Ardagh, in 
In^land. Ri^hf Reverend and Worthy Brother, You know that out of that intimacy 
whicli hnth ever been betwixt us from our youths, I cannot bo unacquainted with the 
course of your studies. And you being now entred upon the last scene of your life, 
as well as I, thereupon I would willingly become a Perswader of you, not to let yonr 
l^bourrt Ih? lost, and die with you ; but to publish some or most of them to the 
riew of the World, for the benefit of the Church. The last thing I yiewed of yours 
were your Annotations upon OEyESIS, haying before perused your other Explana- 
tions and Observations upon the Old Testament, though sleight and suddenly done, as 
you say, yet think them not unworthy of the Presse. For I finde therein diyers 
thingi^ of moment, which I meet not withal in others.

" -1/<w^ Reverend, and i«y very (food Lord, Your word shall be my warrant, and yonr 
dt'siro uiy duty, to publish my Annotations upon GESESIS, together also with my 
Expltt nut ions and Observations upon the Old Testament, yet I would be loth your 
Lortlship should Ivaro any share of the blame, or harsh censure that may hap to passe 
upon thorn. Coming abroad, I know not to whom I may rather dedicate them, then 
to him who is tho oauso that they see the light. And the inscribing of whose name, 
will bring lustrt^ and ortnlit to the Work it self, however otherways bat too weak and 
unwortliy. To speak much in this kinde of your selie to your sdfle, suits not so well, 
with that humility and moilesty which befitteth us both. And in so doing I should 
but light a i^ndle before the Sunno. Yet you will give me leave to enjoy, and make 
this oxprf'ssion of mine own comforts, which I have still derived from all those endear- 
mouts, whon^with you have vouchsafed to oblige and honour me, even from our 
vouugt'^r years, in our joyut Educations and first Employments, until now that we 
both arv nvndv to loavo tho stacc of this life "* 

Oatakor obs<^rv«\» of tho " Obik^rvations** in the letter to Usher which foUows, and 
tho ivmiuondat ion of this pn^found scholar always carries weight with it : —

The author mentions as his " sixth reason** for writing this work, " that the Papiati 
oast in our teeth, that wee haue nothing set out for the certaine and daylie direction 
of a Christian, when yet they haue published (they say) manie Treatises of that argu- 
ment. For answere to the first poynt of this obiection, they cannot denie (but that 
they care not what they say, to bring the people out of loue with our religion) they 
cannot (I say) denie, that both in Catechismes, Sermons, and other Treatises, there is 
set foorth by ts that which may cleerely direct Christians, and stirre yp godly deoo- 
tion in them, though all bee not gathered to gether in to one Tolume : for the second 
part concerning their Treatises, I grant there are two which I haue scene, set forth by 
them in our English tongue, the one called a Christian Directorie, the other the 
Exercise of a Chrbtian life, wherein the Author dooth, though both superstitiously 
and nothing properly, goe about to teach and giue directiS for eueiy daie in the weeke ; 
(the one bearing the name of Robert Parsons the King of Spaines confessor : the other 
by an Italian a lesuiste Doctor in Diuinitief and translated in to English by some 
&uorite of Poperie) the first is nothing lesse then a direction for a Christian though 
it bee called a Directorie, tending rather to perswade men to resolue with themselues 
to leaue some grosse euils, then to shew them soundly how to attaine pardon, or 
teaching how to.liue Christianlie : the other is a ridiculous tying men to a daily taske 
of reading some part of the story of Christs passion, and saying certaine prayers 
throughout the weeke euery daie a taske; but indeed nothing lesse than a daily direct- 
ing, afler the will of Gt>d, him who desires to leade a Christian life.*' 

At the end of the work is " A Sweet Meditation of the Authors,*' from which a 
specimen of his poetry may be given : — 

'* Oh, what a blessed thing it is 
with godly leam'd to talke, 
By reading and by conference, 
both as we sit and walke ! 

And oft t-o thinke ypon the ioy 

by God for his prepar'd, 
And eke to pray with groanes to him ! 

the like hath not been heard. 

It doth reuiue our hearts most dull, 

and bring our minds in frame : 
It doth indue our soules with light, 

made fit to praise Gods name. 

It causeth ts our time to spend 

in fruit, and heauenly sort : 
It keeps from ouerie cuill wale,

Tbia 
be perawaded Master Pevtble lo, and aet lii"i to practice it in tho Book of tha 
Pl*acher, or Ecclenatta (which ho aooouated a »ery hard Book, till be met with that 
brief, but pilb; Ciposition, of tint incomparable DiTine, Dr. Sdreard SesHoldt) &, 
tAer that upon Zachary. When any conaulted with him about Writers, he would 
aak wbat tbuy aimed at in a Writer, for acvcral men bad their several eieellenciea. 
For acuteneaa ho uacd lo commend Moater Bainfs, and hia aocond. Doctor Atut, 
Master Join Ball, Master Capel, £c. If they aimed at the apiritual part of Dirinilj, 
be would leave them to Doctor SUi : If the rational, to Doctor JVerion .- If the Hij- 
torical, to Bishop Uihtr. For solid Preacber*, he much priiod Doctor Sandertoiu 
lint Workg (to his latter bo waa a mecr atranger) Mnater Bandal, Master EUdertam, 
Hitciot Bainoldt, &a. A.nd for all tbe roquiaitea for a Preooher, both for method, 
matter. Elocution, pronunciation, all, be would often any, that be seldome met with an 
abler man than hia Brolhcr Whatelfg of BaiUiuty. 

" When lus judgement waa aaked abont Comoieidalori, be Qwd to BOawer, tiutt he 
waa DOW moro of Doctor ■foAa £c3iiM>I(i« bis minde than ever coneemiog Master Co/fM; 
far upon eiprrience (said he) IJinde, that the mott of tha UUe WnUri do Imt deieoM 
vpon hit plain SuKff ; and Ibu JeiuiU are very Plagiariei, who flrat Bob him, and 
then rail upon him. 

"Neit to CuIdih he nsod lo commend sundry late Writers, as Parnu, Bivet,JSiisteT 
Carlturight especially, together with some Popuh Writers, ns Maldottale {wboao wit, 
and toarning ho preferred before bin ajurit) before tiim, Learned Matiai, modest 
Bibtra, and (for ought be found by him) bonost Ettiat. And being aaked about tbo 
best Editions, hia answer was, that what waa said of Homer, was true of tbe Fathera, 
and tbe Srat Popish Writois, ciz. Tttal wtu erer llm bent ahicA vnu le<ul comclerf. 
Of the Anticnt Fathers he would say, That xnbiu it men Jin- their Pol<mieal atid 
Historical partt, their Wriliiigi tcere mare/or Bevotion ajid Affediom, thamjitr (A«ir 
jtulfemeaf aiid anderttaudiiig. 

"About modern Authors thie was hia opinion generally; That what Engliak duni 
did ex profitto undertake, they did bast perform it. No men excel them in eipoiwd' 
ing Scriptures, id aaswering Papiitt, Armiitiaia, ke. None eqnal to them in tbo 
Pulpit, or in Practical, or Cas«-Divinity. And he held Cambridge very bappj in bar 
WMtaktrt, DvKHami, Darnaat, Fertitu, besides many others." 
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Ettfrii dedicate* liii Sermon, "The Dnmfcard'B Cup," wtiioh U inobided in tkeM- 

liime iBat noticed, to (he " lualioes of tbo Pi«oe necra about Haovdl," and givM an 
alarming picture of tlie progross of incbrinlj at llut period. TLc Uuul of Trinity hji 
about him in good cameat : — 

"The gin now under opDsuro, hath I liuon been oftnn enconntnid, both will) tha 
Word and Sword ; but (I know not bow) Hjdra-lile it gaine* hend bj its woundi, 
and sprouts faster, and spreads farther by tutting, like B pruned hedg. There ii (tbtj' 
aay) an Art of drinking now, and in tha World it is become a great profession ; there 
ore degrees and title* given under liie name of Konring boyes, damned erew, Ac. there 
are lawes and cerenionie* to be obseryed, both by tholinta and seconds, 4c. there is ft 
drinking by the foot, bj the yard, &e. on the die, on the knee, &o. a drinking by tht 
douEend, by tbe Bcorea, iM. for tlio wager, for the victorr, man againat man. Home 
Bgnintt Honse, Town Bgninat Town, and how not? There are also lerma of Art, 
fetched from Ilell (for the better distinguishing of the practitioners) one ii eoloand, 
another it foit, a third is gone lo the dogs, a fourth ia well to Uts, &a. but none i> 
drunken ; that ii as odioua hero, ae Adulterj in that state wherein oo bodj wu 



"1 am decoired if four things in some of Ibem bare not be«n some o 
drunkmnesBo in this Kingdoine. 

"Ths timt is want of Hoapitslitj: time was, when the poor travellBr wea sure to 
flnde in most Towns of mark, two Ins to drink at ; the one the Mannor home, the 
Other, the Parsonage house ; now men are known by their bouses not the house* by 
the num (as one of that ninke comphiinB :) the >fastar of the house ilies, and lomA- 
limes carries behind him a piece of the Church too j and by this meanos the Mannot 
b without driuke, the Partouage without mault, and then what foUowet ? TraieUcn 
must needs haTO drinke, therefore there most be Alehouses; and what will fbllov 
next, who knows not ? 

"The second, is want of upholding tillage and husbandry: work the husbandman 
out of his dwetling, {either by turning him to a raekt rent, or by sending him lo krok 
a dwelling in some market town) and what becoms of him ? either be turnos Badger, 
or Maultstcr, as knowing none other trade ; wbicb two callings symbolize reiy much 
with thnt of the AJe-mana : and how many by their Landlords aro thus used, oar 
bigger Towna, which (by this means like Antiochttt his Army) are fultei of moutba 
then hands, are strong erideucet. 

" The third, is want of goremment in particular families. Were 1 to arak % 
Tobsconist, an Ate-i>t ; &c. I would as eoon looke him in n Qentlemons bouse, as 10 
anymans. Intruth, where more abuse, then in s«mc such phicos ? who more outragioua 
in lanes, TaTems, Aleliuusca, then either the Master or the men P If onely Tinkers, 
and FedJers, and Beggers frequented such houses, a Constable, or OIReer might bo 
beard, an In-keeper might be a master of his owne house : but druntennease finds 
such friends and patrons, that neither the ono nor the other sort dures apeak a word. 

"The fourth & last thing mora nceily concerns your own callings, and that is 
want of duo ecTeriCy ; the goodness of your natures, and eduuations, ioclinea you to 
merey ! a most sweet grace, if it bonot mistaken, tk misplaced ; but (alaa) tls no mercy 
to suffer Locusta (o eat up the ehildrens bread, & to turn in swiuo to the labourer* 
drink. I am heartily sorry to see how many good naturs are dcccired with this eotm- 
terfeit of merqy, whc justioe ehotlld take place against both pUcse and persos oUending."

Pint, that it may be declared how Salosun had jiioh store of borsea, seeing PalaUa* 
breedelb aol manie of thoae bcnatea. In deede it hath manie Atiet, and alao sunia 
Uoylea and CameU, bat verie fewe horsea. Wherefore it ia declared, (hat Saiomoa 
eaailie prepared himaolfe bariBs out of Egypt. Further it is shewed, that richM vtam 
nnto Salomon not onelia by Navigation, but also by way of Marchandiso oot of Egj/ft. 
The matter was on this vise : In Eggpl there ia an increase of a great Dumber of 
horiM, aod those fierce and eouragioua, vrbichnot onelic doe anfficc that Nation: bat 
also other Nations adioyning doo fetch from thcnca. Which waa not permittod of 
them to be done treelie: Por Pkaraa would bane a certaine tribute thereby. 8a 
aa there was a certaine appointed cuatome given for the carying away of euerie hori^ 
euen aa at this day wo see in aomo kiogdonuH. And forsomueh as Pharao was tha 
bther in hiwo of Salomon, thia prerogsliuo of his, he gaoa unto him : NanW'lie, tlwl 
atrnugers should not carrio horses out of Eggpl, but by the leaue of Salomon, and bf 
faying the cuatome which he himselfe had appointed. Wherefore it waseaaieeuough 
for him, to haue pleotie of horses in his owne kingdomo. Moreouer, through thai 
cuatome, there came veric much unto his Trouure. And he eiaol«d the custome by 
a certaine companio of bia owne Morchaales whom ho had appointed unto this oSaa. 

" Howbeit thia kiode of gaine seemeth not onelie to be vile, but also incommodious 
and hurtful! unto Nations and prouinces. For it hath respect uuto /umn-iiAiiu', whioh 
ia then done, whe as a certaine kinde of thingee are committed to aomo one man alooe 
to be aould. Ingrossing of wares are forbidden by the Somate lawes : A* it i* in Ilia 
Code DE MONOPOUJS, in the lawe, TSICI. B; wMoh verie strait laws, Znne the En- 
perour decreed, that they which vscd ingrosstug of wares, should be difpoyled of all 
their goods. And he added, that eueu the letters of the Emporoura should not ba 
heard, if they should seeme to giue anie man licence to ingrosse or get all into their 
bandcB. And undouhtedlio, they that ingroase all into their owne handea, aell noi 
thingee according to their value and worUunesse, but set a prise appon them at their 
owne pleasure. But how this kinde of Traficke serueth to gaine aod getting of wealtha 
Ariitolie sbeweth in bis first booke of Polilicltet, the 7. Chapter, bringing the oc- 
ample of Thala Mileaiut. Against him waa pouerty upbraided : Namdie tiat 
whereas ho was more studious in PLUoaophie than the rest, he alao seemed to b» ia 
more necessitie than others. Wherefore he being minded to defend Philosophie fixnn 
the reproch of ill men, seeing he fareknewa by Astrologie, that the yearo fallowing 
there would be a great plontie of Oyle, before that winter should passe away, that i^ 
before the Olive trees ahould haue dowers, hyred all the store! 
and oyle milles,"

Frauds Walsing- 
ham a man of eminent place and power, who licrein as in other aflalres, Kaa accounted 
the mouth and hand of the late Queen and state, bj whom M. Cartwright waa not 
onelj incited to begin this bueine!!, but aesured also of such uiil ae should be necesuje

his own head; in such sort, that notwitbstundiug all tbe oieiuis of surgery that could 
be wrought, be sbortlj afler died thereof: the iimnner of bia death being so terrible 
(for be even curbed and blndphemcd to bia btf I g^'pe. and togetlwr witli hii breath an 
ontb Hew oat of bis moutb) that it waa not one^ n manifest signeofOods judgement, 
but also an horrible and fiiarefull lerrour to all that belicld bim, But herein did the 
juatieo of Ood most notably appeaio, in that he compelled bis own band which bad 
writleu those blnsuhcmies, to be tho iuatrumeut to puoish bim, and that in hia braine, 
which bad devised tbe same." 

"Another strange but most true stot^ I shall relate of a young Oentleman of good 
meaoes and rairuatage brougbt up in Cambri'lge, (whose name for hia wonhipCull 
kinrrds sake, I am desirous to conceal) he being of a boubj spirit, audvecy s^lebady, 
and much given unto riot and eipunce, could Dot containc bimaelfe witbin hia eibibi- 
tion ; but being a fellow-commoner, lavisht much hcjond bia allowance; to beipe 
which, and lo beepe hia credit iu the Towne, he kept a good borse in the stable, and 
oftentimes would Uie out and take a purse by tho high-way ; and thus be continued a 
yeare, or therfabouta, withoiit tbe Ibe jealousie or luspition of any : At length Ui 
qoarterly meaucs not being come up from liis father, and bee wanting money to sup]ily 
his ordinary riots, bee put bimselfe into a disguise, tooke boriie, and eroasing yetc 
market Heath he discovered a purobase, a serving-man with a cloak-bag bebiude himi 
and spying bim lo travel! sioglyand alone, he made towards him, andbid nim stand and 
deliver; tho other unacquainled with Ibat language, answered bim, that he bad but 
Uttle money, and what he bad be waa loath to part with; Tbon, said tbe Gentleman 
tbicfe, thou must figbt for it ; Content, aaith tbe other g and witball both alight, and 
drew, and fell slotitly to tbeir busioesse ; in thit oonEiot the honest serving'man waa 
inforlnnatcly slain : which done, tho other hut aleightly wounded, tooke away hi* 
cloak-bagge, and binding it behinde bia owne bortB, up and fled towards tbe rniversity ; 
and having set up bis borae iu the Town, and carrieiltbe cloak-baegeor Porlniantnan 
to hia cbamber j ho no sooner opeoed it, but be found a Letter directed to bim from 
his father: the contents wbereot were. That bee bad sent bim bis quarterly or balls- 
yeares allowance by bis owne diud a flulbfnll servant, (commended unto bim by a dtmn 
friend) whom he bad bitely entertained I willing his soonc to use tbe man kindly for 

hia askc In hriofc, tho robbery and murder were found and koown, and 

tbe Lord cbiefe Juatiee Fopham then riding that Circuit, (whoao ueare kinsmau ba 
was) oondemnod bim at Caathridgr Assises, and caused bim (without respeot of pi^ 
son) to bo hanged up amongat the ordinary and ci !.■....■

Orsce Justifying is indeed tho trcnsure of a Christinn, but Graoa 
sanctifying is the Eey to open thereunto : Qraoe justiljing is much to be prewed, 
either to broken contrite hearts, Or when corrupt Doctrines (as in Popery) hare dan- 
geronslj infected ; but Qraoe sanctifying is oonitantlj to he urged to crciy natural 
man, and all unbottomcd Professors : Now there is no man that knowcth how it 
fareth with as in those dajee, but must acknowledge this Subject TCr; useful.

"I LaTD seoD both, indeed, Jtmiti and LuiAerant abroad, and also ProitilanU »t 
home, both in polpits and in private, barking, and carping, against this moellmt and 
worthy man ; but I spare, and pit; them, not any of them able to do, or spcake, as hes 
hath doni\ and Hpokcn, and many of Uicm not worthy to carry his books afler him.

" He was indeed, one of a thousand, great and gracious many wayos, both in li£i 
and learning, dim ea docuil quaficit, ^ ea fecit, ijaa doeuil, 4" t>erba verirhal in opero.

Lastly, they doe not toko Solly, or Willow, at 
Birch, and such other MaterioUs as aro quickly apt to putriflo and weoro away, but 
Each Timber as is lasting and Retentive of its Nature, as Osko and Elme, which maj 
make the Superstruction of the nature of the Foundation, strong and lasting: ondthii 
answereth to thot eicelleut Faculty of the Minde, a Salionall memory .- from which 
one partioulor (I think more than any other) doe arise those vast differences of felidtj 
and inleliei^ in tho mindes of mm addicted to the search of Knowledge. Stnoga 
was the unhappinesae of CaltiUiai SabiuuM in Settrca, who being at vast charges in 
matter of learning, woe not yet ahle to retaine fast the Names ot Ae^tM, or, Vlyttti: 
But, as his Parasite was wont deridingly to advise him, wanted a Orammaticall 
Attendant to gather up the fragments which his Uamory let bU. And Curia the 
Orator in Tullg, was wont when hoe bod proposed three things in an Oration, to 
forget some one or other of tham, or to odd a fourth ; yea Uestala Coremm foigat 
his owne name, as f Mn.v telleth us. And as wondcrfull on the other side hath beene 
the felicity of some others. Seiteca tho father could repeat two thousand words to- 
gether in their Order. Cynu and Tieniifoo/ei could call all their Souldieis by thdr 
Names, (by which one Art of Curtesie Olio aspired unto the Empire) Adrian conld 
read a Book which hee never saw before, and after recite it by memory ; and of the 
Smperout JuHam it is said, that hee had drunk Totum tamoria iatinm, tlls ^ 
vesoell of memory."

"Wco see by tbia oeceasitj of a Priest, how decpely weo atand engaged to our mer- 
eifiill Ooil, who hath rouchaafcd to hclpe us in our greatest necesaitie. How wee 
ought to lore him, who hath first of all lored ua. How wee oagtit in our bodies 
and in onr spirits to glorifio liim, who hath so dearely bought us. How wee 
should like voluotaries fight for him who orercame for us. Haw than]iefu]ll wo 
should ho to him, who was so compassionate anto us. How we sboald admire and 
adora the UD^carcbable riches of his wisodomo and goodneasc, who when wee were 
doBperataly and incurably gone, had found out a way oFeeuapoaud ddiToranco for m. 
Qod stood not in nacdo of us, or any service of ours, bee could haTe glorified bimsoHe 
in our just destruction. Who then can enough eipresae oither the mercy of Qod, or 
tbo dutr ofman, when be considers that Qod should call together all the depths of 
bis owne wisdomo and coansell, to saro a ooropany of desperate fugitJTefl, who bad 
jojned in combinations with bis greatest cnomios to resist nnd dishonour liimP It 
would baTO posed all the wiscdome of tbo World, (though misery bee commonly Teiy 
witty to shape and fashion it solfe Images of deliTeranco) to have found out a way to 
Heaven betwcene the wrath of God, and tbo sbno of man.

If Qod should bare inatructed us thus farro, jon ore miaerahU 
creatures, hot I am a mercifiill Clod ; tbe demands of my Justice I must not deny, 
neither will I deny tbe ontrealiea of my mercy i Gndeme out a Sacrifice answerable to 
mj Justice, and it aholl bee accepted for you all : O where could man bare found out 
a creature of capacitie enough to bold, or of strength enough to beare the sinnes of 
the World, or the wrath of God? Where could be baye found out in Hearen or 
Earth, amongst mon or Angels, a Friost that durst accompany suah a Sacriftcc into 
the presence of so consuming a fire? Or where could he have found out an Altai 
wbcreon to offer, and whereby to sanctiSo ao great a Sacriilce? No, no, the miseij 
of man was too dcepe, and ineitricablo Fur all the created oounsell in the World to 
inyout a deliToranoe. Now then if God bimsolfo did study lo *are me, bow great 
reaaon is there that I should study lo serve him ? How ought all my wisedomc, and 
couDBoll, and Ibonghts, and desires, be directed to this one resolution, to lire accept- 
ably and thanliefully unto brm, who when bee might hare produced Glory to htmadb 
out of my confusion, chose rather (o humble, and as it wop* for a while to oi 
himselfc for my EalistiouP"

"Wa Oraiiu leading him on, as it wen, to encounter diffloulties, he erer seemed 
most delighted with tbose studiea, whore be might strain the sinewes of his brainj 
and (as if he accounted them but haUe Scholars, that knew only so much as taken up 
from others, the; beld in memory) be was not wont to take eipositioua of Scripture^ 
upon tbe credit of any Authour, how great or plausible soerer i nor to look upon 
tbeir Besolies as if the; were Herrulej Pillari, with a Ne pltu ultrd upon theni. 
And Ihcrefore he used, ns occasion oS'ered it selfo, to set upon those difficult places of 
Scripture, which seemed to be of conccmnient, especially where he found errour had 
iusiwusedit selfe with obseurit;, antiqaity, or multitude ofmis takers. R; this means, 
he bemuiB fiirnished with variety of discourse, of things no lesso delightfull and pro- 
fitable, thcu out of the vulgar rode of studies ; which made bis company much desired 
and frequented by Scholars, both of the samo CoUodge and from abroad. To these, 
he used to impart himselfc, with that willingness, that it seemed questionable, whetbar 
had the greater desire, they to hear, or he to communicate his si udies totbem : wbjah 
made a familiar friend of his once merrily to aay to one thai, having been partaluir of 
his discourse, gave him thanks. That ht nighl tpare Ati thankt ,- Jiir that Ihry wen 
not (u miKh btkohliitg to Aim J\>r dttittring himtelft io l^m, at he mat to livm fir 
hearing Mm. And thus much is most certain ', that, though it were no small advao* 
tage which his Auditours mode, yet Ibot which thereby be made to himeelfe was the 
greater ; who, by that racanes, so Hied hia notions in bis memory, that be made them 
ever bis own, and himsolfe able, at any time, readily to deliver them in a c<impli<l« and 
well-formed diaooorse ; and was wont, as often as bee bad occasion to vent hiiusalfii 
in publick, (eapieciidly in those Colledge-exercises, which they called Cammon-tilava) 
to make use of those Discourses, which, being so made familiar, were with little labour 
put into form, and as easily reoumibrBd for ready utterance. 

" Some of wliicb are those eicellent Dialriba, or short Discounes now published 
for tlic common use and profit of tbe Church : which, though but few in comparison 
of that greiit store whercwilb so rich a mngsjtne waa furnished, yet, I believe, even in 
tbose few, he bath discovered more rarities, and pieces of profound and unvulgat 
learning, then are to be fbund in some vast volumes of many much-admired Autbooi*. 
In which, because there are many things of a transcendent strain, and beyond the 
oapocitiea of Common-Readers, if any shall therefore suspect him, u guilty of Osten- 
tation, or Affectation, tbey will much mistake bim."

" Worthy and welbeloved Sir, These Sermons were preached above twenty yeares 
agoe$ and now they are lately printed, without my consent, or knowledge. The 
Printer had no copie from mee, but onely such broken and imperfect notes, as were 
taken from my mouth by my hearers. And therefdrd because the readers should not 
bee offended with the errors and mistakings, which they shall finde in the first im- 
pression ; and I would not beare the blame of other mens faults : I thought it now 
my best way, to amend the things that are amisse in the printed Treatise, according 
as my age (being eighty yeares old) and manifold occasions otherwise, would permit mee. 

" I dedicate this booke unto you, that as the Lord is my witnesse, that I pray daily 
for you by name, and so (by his assistance) I purpose to doe whiles I live : so I must 
leave some testimony behinde mee to men after my death, (which I continually waite 
for) of mine unfeined and hearty thankefulnesse ; for all your favours and goodnesse 
to mee and mine.

" Our Saviour doth not binde us to the set words of this prayer, but also proposes 
it as a generall patteme according to which wee may make all our prayers as our 
severall necessities, and occasions require, so that we keepe our selves within the com- 
passe of it. 

'* It is written of Manncth^ that shee poured out her soule unto the Lord, out of the 
abundance of her meditation ; in the 2. chapter 1. 2. 3. 4. shee poures out her praises 
in particular, according to the speciall benefits received, according to the saying of 
Christ ; Out of the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh, 

« Wee see in little children, if they be hungry, thirsty, sicke or cold, or in any other 
distresse, they want no words to make their necessitie knowne to their parents : Is it 
not then a great shame for them that pro&sse themselves the children of Ghxl, to be 
unable to open their necessities unto him, but only they binde themselves to a few set 
words which they will not goe from ; which many times doe not conceme their pre- 
sent necessities at all. 

" Poore vagrants being pinched with their wants, when they come to a house where 
they hope for reliefe, they never want words, though they have no promise of good 
successe, neither will they take any repulse till they have that which they came for. 
If then wee had but that sense of all our wants which these have of theirs, wee should 
be more able to make requests to God, then they be to speake to men. 

" There are none so simple and unlearned, but when any wrong is offered to them 
that vexes their heart, they have words at will, and when they begin to talke of in- 
juries, they know not when to make an end."

Than which StiumIb, 
for many ages put there bath beene none more famous, more holj, nor mor? profitable 
to the Chnrch. Wheronnto, that jee might call most choise men from dinera parti, 
yee spared neither cost, nor labour \ wherein all things were done ao ordorlj and 
grauely, that it bath drawue the pmplo into admiration, and hatb stayed those that 
were staggering, and hath so troubled beodatrong & obstinate penoni, onol; with th« 
sight tboreol^ tbst they wbieb before did seemo to be desirous of the oon&ict, and 
greedily to call for the eocoUDter, banc by contrary practises, (whether fearo strooka 
them, or their conscience aiTrigbtod (hem) begun to shun the hearing of the cause, to 
hate the light, aud to worke dulsyes. To so eiFollcut a thing, both other Frincesdid 
exhort you, and especially the most renowned Prince IlMBS, King of great Brittant, 
who bath alnayos bcene most earnest and forward to drine away tho erronia of all 
innouators \ who, as be is rightly stiled the Defender of Ihefailh, so be hath his ejes 
vigilant on all sides, carefully watching lest Christian faith should any where rvceiue 
any damage. 

"And I, who to so holy a worke could not bring my trauell, bnue at least brought 
my desires. It cannot be eipressed bow earnestly I desired to be present at that re- 
uerend Synodc, to which the Churches of JVancd appointed me, with tome of my 
brethren. What wore the impediments which hindrod my dDterminod ioumi^, I 
ncede not rehearse : yet being absent, 1 performed what I could ; For I sent to ths 
Synodu my opinio of the flue points of the Contronersiea which are hindred in Belgia, 
hauing strengtbaed it with pbices and proofes out of Ibe holy Scripture. And when 
many men, and the same good men, and of great nuthoritic and wisedomo amongst 
you, bad eihortod mo that I would write somewhat rpon these controucrsiea, I not 
nwillingly obeyed; which I bsue done, not so much in hope of effecting what I 
would, as being ashamed to refuse Ihem, and desirous of making triall : For I bad 
rather that godly and learned men should llnde in me want of prudence, then aoetua 
me of negligence. Therefore I haue printed my Schednls and papers, and bane l«- 
niowed tbono things which 1 had meditated Tpon these qaestions, wbieb I haue *tl«red 
in a pUine and vntrimmcd stile, that as it were in a leane spare body, the force of tba 
truth might clearely appeare. And T haue indcauonred to bring light to thi* dl 
neue, in which the most quick- sighted doe often grope at the way."

To waye 
thcTDfore auch complements ; Mj deelgnc in this Prologue i> a tbanUull acknowledgE- 
ment of that great debt brought upon me bj each of jou, which I can qbtm; aaCiafie. 
To thd one 1 owe (under Ood) mj being, and ncll heingi to the other, tho dearest 
Compnnion of my Life; to both mj Name and Poatcritj. Tnvorthj were I either 
of life or name, should I not cndeaTour (aiicording to aij poore modd) to perpetuate 
their being and memoris, to whom I am an eternal dcbtour for both. Tbia onlj wew 
motire enough to extort a publick aclcnowlcdgemcnt. But I cannot smother in ailenm 
an other FaTour (shall I aaj not inferiour to oilbcr of the former? Gods bleaaisg 
upon poore and unworthj indenTours ma; malce it fiirre aupi^iour) that in the hiat 
great turae of mj Life, wherein I aecmed unto raanj a aigne and a wonder, bj relin- 
quishing that Hoaouisble Profeaaiou of Pbyeick, to attend upoa an higher Caltiog 
(though very meon iu the ryes of the World) neither of you did iuterpoae to dirert 
me from that deaignc, though carnal argumenta nero not wanting lo lisie made each 
of you improve your utmost Authoritio for the stifling of euoh a motion iu the xerj 
birth. I am not ignorant under what eitraam contempt and diacouiBgement the 
Uiniatery lies at present : Nor con I be so itupid as not to apprehend bow m^ own 
credit lies at the stake, as if Conacionsnea of inabilttiu in tho practice of Phjaick made 
me digrease to tbe fiinction of tbe Miniateria. For tbe answering of which cavil / am 
not very eoltcitoua, but willingly iu this point lay my credit at tbeir feet who excel in 
that faL-nltie both at home and abroad, and upon former trjal made, know best what 
to judge. But certainly had conaciousnes of inabilitie diverted me from Phisick, / 
should hare bad but very poor incouragement to tho Ministerie, which as it is br 
more difEcult thau Phjsiek or any other Facuitie b its own nature, so oonsidcriiig 
tho inflnite discouragemeuta both {tojd without and within, I bod little ground to 
hope it would prove more casic or advantagious than the practice of Phyaick, espe- 
oislly ainoo tbia aud other callinga gain much credit and proQt by bithfullnei and 
diligence j but the Minjaltrj never loosea more with tho world than whcu tie ciennsed 
with most pains and fsithfulnca. For my own part, as the former pompe and «p1«D- 
dour of tbe Clorgie did not intice me, ao the present outward baseoesae ILereof doth 
not discourage mei but aitendng all carnal Objections, I desire to be faithAiU unto 
him that hath oailed me, and so to walk in this waighty imployment, as at last (tfa 
Ooda mcrey) I may pre up a oomfortahle account ; for which I beggo your m 
Prayers."

The extract subjoined is taken from his 4th toL in which 
he treats of the Atheist, the Magician, the Idolator, and the Jew : — 

** In what manner Satan appearea to those vfUh iohom he enters into the direct ooe#> 
nant. Satan appeares to his confederates, three manner of wayes ; First, per appa- 
rentiam. Secondly, per assistentiamj and thirdly, per in existentiam. 

** First, Satan appeares to his confederates, per appareniiam^ when bee takes some 
yisible shape of a body upon him, which is not a body indeede, but a body in show, 
and this is called (rictojuarr(a, because a body it selfe is not presented to the eyes, 
but onely a body in show ; this is called spectrum umbra wevfUL, and by the heathen 
idolum, Zev. 17.7. Neither sacrifice your children hereafter Lasheffnirim hirsutis, 
GDhe devils are called hoarie ones, because they appeared in the likenesse of Satyres ; 
hence afterward came this word Satyre^ and hee appeares commonly to them in some 
terrible and fearfull shape. In the Si/riacke there is but one word which signifies 
both the derill and Inke, because commonly he Dpi)eares to men in some blacke and 
terrible shape. The word in the Syriacke is dmiva, which signifies both the derill 
and inke ; but yet this subtill Protheus can change himself into any forme, he can 
transforme himselfe in an Angell of light, as he appeared to Saul in the likenesse of 
Samuel. 

'* The question may be moved here, whether Samuel himselfe appeared to 8a!ul ? or 
was it (TKiofxatrrla, onely in show. 

** Anew, the most of the Church of Some holds that it was Samuel himselfe who 
appeared to Sauly as Bellarmiiie^ Seir, Lessius, and not Samuel in shew. Bellarmine 
goes about to prove that it was Samuel himselfe, who appeared to Saul by the testi- 
mony of a lew, for if it had beene counterfeit Samuel which appeared to Saul^ hee 
would have come up with his feete foremost. This proofe is as uncertaine as the 
thing which is in question, and this b but a beggiug of the question, when a thing 
uncertaine is proved by that which is as uncertaine. The lewes held many absurd 
things concerning these apparitions ; first, they say when wicked spirits are raised up, 
and called for by witches, their manner is to ascend with their feete upward, and their 
head downeward, and that the spirit raised by the witch of Eudor, came up with his 
head first contrary to the custome, and that thereby the witch knew him to be the 
King. Secondly, that the witch saw Samuel but heard him not, and that Saul heard, 
but saw not, and these that stood by, as Amasa and Ahner^ neither saw, nor heard. 
Lastly, they say that men shall rise in the resurrection in the same habite that they 
were buried in, because Samuel came up with his mantle about him ; but these &bles 
are to be rejected.*'

Op one of the Collections mentioned in the Introduction to the 
Turton Catalogue^ as having disappeared^ a few particulars have 
been ascertained on further enquiry. 

The Volumes next described formed part of the Books which 
were placed in the Collegiate Churchy now the Cathedral^ of Man- 
chester^ under the bequest of Humphrey Ohetham. In conse- 
quence of the imperfect and very dilapidated state of nearly the 
whole of the Books in that Collection^ when they were examined 
several years ago^ it was determined not to retain them^ and they 
were accordingly disposed of^ with the chains which then apper- 
tained to them^ to a dealer in Shudehill^ Manchester. From him 
a portion of these venerable Volumes, which bore every mark of 
the diligent reading and had doubtless conduced to the piety and 
edification of successive generations^ was purchased by the present 
President of the Chetham Society^ and is now in his possession. 
Several are duplicates only of the Books previously described^ but 
others^ the titles of some of which follow, are not contained in 
the Turton or Gorton Collections.

"The second eiomple is in your Distijple M. Treshom, who Tpon his death-bed, 
moued by a sinister spirit of a woman to retract his former true confessions, wherein 
Qarnet was brought in auspition of the last treason, (Icaat the guilt of suoh a Priest, 
Blight be preiudicioll to the Catholiko oause) did bcEfore the formerly named Magis- 
trates at the point of death, recall bia forcsayd confession thrise with protestation : 
Upon my lalnation (aaitb be) / aai not aoqnainted tnih Otimel ihii many yean. AYIer 
his death is Oamet apprehended, and examined of that point of acquaintance with 
Treihma, who did ruder hia bond writing confesse both the times and places of their 
conuersing together : al this Oamel did acknowledge at the Barre. Then the right 
Honorable the Earle of Saiiihurie, (whose rare wisMome did in that TniUDrsall andi- 
euce proUB it selfe often the only racke to that letuite, b oltracting many truths ttom 
that KquiuooBtor to hia olten publike confusion) asked him ; What iudge yoa, M, 
Oaraet {ff thai faUe proteitation of M. Tretham he made vpou Ml 4almalion f Qanet 
■milijig, answered. ItkiHte he did equinocate. Bmiiing, a thousand beheld Mm. A 
lery ridiculous answer indeed, if it had not bene horribly impious, whiah Iherefore 
the whole audience, as childiea of truth, did then by a commou murmura openly 
detest."

" Ab for the int^rity of my conscience, I doo auow, that if I haue not in the ielouaie 
of mine inflrmity done that, which no one (to ray knowledge) bath done this many 
agee, to wtt, reuiewed some of mine owncbooki, and examined them, not as an Author, 
but as a eensurer, disoouering such my escapes, as I could at any time Sad, and pub- 
lishing them in print with o^en Aainaduertiotu, to the end tliat mine owiie oorreotiOD 
might be my Readers dircctiou : 

" If I baue not earnestly desired, and, by the law of Loue, cliallenged of mj (nend< 
strict iustioe, in noting such deprauatioos, as might any where oeeur, and (lest thajr i 
should suspect their reprehensions to Iwcoaie lesse acceptable Tnto mee) if I haiu not 
professed it to bee my grealost olTonoe, not to bee in that maner offended : if I haua 
beenc euer so peruersly obalinalc, as not willing to be reformed by any Adueraaiy :

If 
if it be not almost impossible for any man citing foure or Guo hundred teatimo- 
niea, as Gutors in their accounts, by chance to erra in some particulan, without note 
of fnud or coseoage) thon, I eay, I will confinie my selfe worthy of all the crimina- 
tions otfrattdt, tricket, deeritt, eownn^ref, and whatsoeuer opprobrioDS impittrf
